Phe Stars cannot be Signs of Effet, unleſs they be the

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Cauſes alſo ; wherefore Quſtions may ariſe from the man- 
ner of the Antients, that they have no places by Nature, 
unleſs by chance in ſuddain Effe&ts, in which whilſt they 
move,the neareſt cauſes of natural EfteCts, they alſo move 
the parts, organs, and members of things under their influ- 
ence : In all things brought forth by Generation,they give 
Form and Motion, &c. The preſent Stare of the Stars are 
forced to at their effe&ts according to the preordinate, 
and preexiſtant Power ztherefore they cauſe or incline, 
and are not altogether Signs and Conſtellations, when they 
are ſtirred up toaCt their EifeQs upon preſent things ; 
their EffeQts proceed from the l:ke Cauſes of Preordinati- 
on, for unlike Cauſes cannot ſtir up to Attion, dillike pre- 
exiltances, according to the power of the EfteQs, &c.

Seaventhly. 


And that we may diſtinguiſh, and know the Effes of 
ſingular Stars, it is convenient to know the diftin&ion, 
natures, and order of their EffteQs, according to the Doe- 
trine of the beſt of Phyloſophers ; from the firſt principal 
qualities and mixtures, are given the Matter na; ſubſtan- 
tial Form ; all theſe we dittinguiſh in the two firſt Kinds, 
the Paſſive or Feminine, the Active or Maſculine ; to the 
firſt we alledg the matter,the quantity and quality,becauſe 
it is Paſhve 1n all its Qualities ; from which flows moiſt- 
ure, dryneſs, thinneſs, and thickneſs, &c. 

To the Maſculine we attribute the ſubſtantial material 
Form, becauſe it is Active, as light and heat; cold, taſt, 
{mell, and ſound, are the Active Yirtues of Mix- 
tures, &c.

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Eighthly. 


The Virtues or Qualities of Mixtures, are truly worthy 
of Admiration, before the multitude Diverſities and Et- 
tects thereof; for we do not ſay they are Elementary, 
neither to proce:d from the Elements, but are Celeſtial 
Qualities, which have altogether their Being from the 
Celeſtial Light ; wherefore there are, Elemental and Ce- 
leitial Qualities of divers Kinds ;and although the Stars by 
turns produce elementary Qualities in Tranſmutation 
yet they produce alſo, more powerful Qualities in thoſe 
things waich they are near; as to the production of uni- 
verſal Mixtures : We alſo lay with Ariſtotle, that altoge- 
ther Celeſtial Qualities, proceeds from the © and ) , agree- 
ing, as vital Heat, and radical Moiſture.in Animals; that 
ſo we cannot deny from the reſt of the Stars, from which 
is made ſuch a diſtintion, of divers Mixtures of a con- 
trary Nature; for as the Luminaries with the Malefacts, 
proces poyſonous Matter , or Enimies to them, &c. 
o they produce with the Benevolents the contrary ; 
from whence Antipathy and Sympathy, have their be- 
ginning in themſelves, now the Qualities of Mixtures, 
and alſo of the Elements, are- firſt in power, at leaſt ac- 
cording to Nature, afterwards into Afton ; but thoſe 
have it, by the manner of their being, for they go 
ſucceſſively to Aftion from their Powers ; wherefore 
from thence they are reſtored to their helping and attu- 

al Qualities; by Vital Heat, and Radical Moiſture, they 
give co the Power of Animals ; S2nlitive, Digeſtive, Re- 
teative, and Expulſive Faculties, &c. which are diſtig- 
guiſhed in themſelves, and they have one and the ſame 
Exerciſc and Attion, to whica is Power given ; Firſt,tnen 
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Aion, theſe vital Qualities are diſtinguiſhed into 


two, viz. Naturally, and Violently ; Firſt by a final con- 


ſumption of preexiſtant Power in Old Age ; Secondly by 
violent Extention from contrary afd violent Cauſes ; the 
Stars although they never deſiſt from ating, and altering 
of things inferior, yet they do not produce notable Effects 
from that alteration, unleſs in familiar things, &«.

Various, and divers are the Opinions of the Antients, 
about the celeſtial Houſes, but that which weallow of, is 
thoſe of Prolomy's double temporal hours,all the reſt we re- 
je, as void fooliſh and inlignificant;the Signs and Houſes 
have a real diſtinction, not in the Heavens ; but in the 
Subject inferior, according to this manner, the jnflux of 
the Stars are to be received ; the Signs have likewiſe a 
true and real kind after the ſame manner ; for the Maſ\- 
culine by a proper influx to the place of their firſt begin- 
ing areActive; theFeminine, to the place of their firit be- 
ginning are Paſſve,ſo trom the intention ofLight,proceeds 
the Active Quality ; and from the Extention of Light the 
Paſſive Quality, &«.

Things, and in this I muſt 
forlike the. Opinion of Plazidus, whoſe Words are.uled in 
the firſt part of this:Book, who. ſaith, 'The Stars cannot be 
Signs of Effett, unleſs they be:Cauſes alſo : but-then you will 
ſay, how can that be, or from. whence do the Cauſes pro- 
ceed ? (I anſwer) fromthoſe Governing Anzels which are as 
Watch-men, appointed: to Execute the Will of the Almighty, 
and that there are Seaven of thoſe, Angels, ( according to 
the Number of the Planets or Erratick Stars) is plain from 
Scripture, for in the 8 of the: Rev. and the 2. St. John 
iaith, And I ſaw the Seaven Angels, which ſtood before the Pre 
ſence of God, and to. them was given Seaven'T rumpets ; and 
when they came to Sound in their Order, ſome {mote the 
Seas; ariother the Trees, and: the other darkened the Sum, 
and every one as they Sounded;. produced heavy Judg- 
ments among the Inhabitants of the;Earth, and St. Paul 1n 
the 1) of Heb. and the 14 faith, Are they not all mimiſtring

in one Night, - the Afrologers would Judg ſome . ſtrange

MARROW 
AS FROLOGY: 


Wherein is Diſcovered and clearly laid down, all 
the Rules for the managing of a Nativity, according to 
Ptolomy; and a true Explication of the Doctrine, taught 
in the Marrow of Aſtrology. 
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By John Biſhop, Student in Aſtrology and Chymiſtry. 
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| Lthough I have freely Diſcourſed in the Marrow of 
Aſtrology, concerning the Parallels in the World, 
both by Motion and Poſition, and have incerted a Way 
how to take them; yet the Rule there, being not plain e- 
nough to be underſtood, unleſs by thoſe that are well 
vers'd in that Way,I have here for the ſakes of all Ingeni- 
ous Perſons, explained the-ſame more fully by ſome Ex- 
amples, and obſerve that thoſe Parallels are as powerful 
as any Aſpe& whatſoever ; for indeed they are Aſpects, 
being made when two Planets come to be equally diſtant 
from any of the tour Angles, as if one be upon the Cuſp 
of the 11th. and another upon the Cuſp of the 9eh.Houle, 
they are in Parallel, as being equally diſtant from the 
10th. Houſe, ſo likewiſe is one upon the 112h. 1n paral- 
lel to one upon the 34.,being.cqualiy diſtant from the Al- 
cendant ; alſo a Planet by being placed upon the i 17h. 1s 
in Parallel to one upon the 5h. Houſe, as being either of 
them equally diſtant from the 10h, and 44h, obſerve the 
ſame Rule in all the reſt ; now theſe laſt mentioned are 
Parallels by their Poſition . But if one Planet ſhould be 
upon the the 9z/. Houſe and another upon the 12h. they 


are not 1n Paralle], but by the Motion of the Primmm

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Mobile they will be brought to that equal diſtance, that 
one ſhall be juſt ſo far patt the Mid-heaven, as the other 
wants to it, which when they are ſo, they are in exa&t 
parallel : Alſo if 2 Planets be placed in the x 127h. or 12th. 
by the Motion of the Primum Mobile, the will be brought 
to that equallity of diſtance to be in exact Parallels: As 
if two Planets ſhould be thus placed, one in 12 Degrees, 
and another in 16 Degrees of the ſame Sign, when the 

14th. Degree comes to be upon the Culp of the Mid- 
heaven, the Parallel is then made ; becauſe they are both 
juſt 2 Degrees diſtant from the Mid-heaven, obſerve the 
 ſameRule by any of the four Angles, and becauſe theſe 
Parallels are hard to find, I will here ſhew how you ſhall 
take them, and.the exaCteſt and beſt way, is thus. 

- Firſt, Take the Declination of that which is neareſt to 
the Angle that you take it from, with the Latitude, then 
obſerve the Degree of the Ecliptick that anſwers there- 
unto, and having found it, take the ſemidiurnal or ſemi- 
noQurnal Arch, according as the. Planet is placed above 
or under the Earth; for it it be above the Earth, then 
take the ſemidiurnal Arch, and always obſerve that Rule 
or elſe you will commit great Errors; ſo having done 
this in the Star or Planet neareſt the Angle, do in all the 
like reſpe&s with that which 1s fartheſt off; which 
when you have obtained, add the two Arches together, 
then take the diſtance from the Angle with this Caution; 
that if it be from the Aſcendant, take the diſtance by ob- 
Fique Aſſenſion, if from the 77h. by oblique Deſcenſion, 
Yor the oblique Aſcenſion of the oppoſite Point : But if 
+ from the Mid-heaven or 4:4. Houſe, by right Aſcenſion, 
which diſtance Call the primary diſtance, then take the

difference of right or oblique Aſcenſion, what ſhall the 
ſemidiurnal or ſeminoCcturnal Arch.of that Planet give 
which 1s neareſt the Angle? and the product ſhall be the 
ſecondary, right, or oblique Aſcention, which obſerve, 
that if the Planets be placed one before the Angle, and 
the other after it, then ſubitraCt the primary diſtance of 
that which is nearelt the Angle from the ſecondary ditt- 
ance, and the remainder is the arch of Direction, which 
is to be equated according to the method expreſled in the 
Marrow of Aſtrclogy ; but it both Planets are placed ſhore 
of the Cuſpof the Houſe, then add rhe primary diſtance 
to the ſecondary diſtance, and you will have the arch of 
direction, which is to be equated as before ; and obſerve, 
that when any Significator comes the-Parallel of y. or g, 
and they be well placed in the Nativity, there Parallels 
are moſt Famous, and bring as good etfects as their Sex-- 
tile or Trine,: but when a Significator, eſpecially the 
Giyer of Lite, comes to the Parallel of the Lord of the 
4th. or 8th. it molt Certainly denotes Death; if to the 
Lord of any other Houle being evilly placed gives a great 
deal of Crofles and Vexations, according to the nature 
of the Houſe that they govern, but if well placed it Sig-- 
nifies a great increaſe of Felicity, according to the nature 
of the Houſe that the promittor is Lord of ; and obſerve, 
that theſe Parallels are always made by the motion of the 
Primum mobile from Eaſt to Weſt, and this Rule being fo. 
plain, a little Practice will make it very eaſy, neither 
can it be taught any plainer ; the beſt way tor to equate 
will be by the Table of Logi/tical Logarithms, ſuch as are. 
in Mr. Coly's Clavis, or Mr. Streets, or which you pleaſe, 
now as to Parallels of declination, I need not ſay any 
thing of them, becauſe I have done it in the Marrow of 
Aſtrology; only take Notice, that they are nothing but 
the true Antiſcions,only in taking them obſerve the Latr.

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as is Taught in the firſt part, p. 118, fo that I need not 
repeat it here again. ; 

In the next placeT ſhall explain the Mundane Aſpe&s, 
which are very conſiderable to be obſerved in a Nativi- 
ty ; now the Mundane Aſpects do not conſiſt of any cer- 
tain number of Degrees, but are ſomtimes ſhorter or 
longer, according to the ſemidiurnal or ſeminoQurnal 
Arches, there has been mention made-of theſe Aſpes 
in the Marrow of Aſtrology, yet there 1s no Rule for the 
certain finding of them, and I had thoughts of taking 
the ſeveral Poles of Poffitions, and ſo to have added the 
Mundane Aſpects to the Bodies, and by them to have 
had the true Arch of Dire&tion : And to that end I calcu- 
lated a Table of all the Aſpects, but I found that would 
not anſwer the end I intended it for : *but however it will 
be of good uſe, as ſhall be explained in its proper place, 
now hefe ſhall be ſhewn how the Aſpe&ts in the 
World only depend upon the ſemidiurnal and ſeminoQur- 
nal Arches, and the way of taking them, with the great- 
elt eaſe imaginable, ſo that the meaneſt Capacity may 
underſtand it which 1s thus. 

Firſt, If you were to dire the Mid-heaven toa * of 
any Star, that is placed either in the 12th. Aſcendant, or 
24. you have only this to do,ta take the oblique Aſtenſi- 
on of the Cuſp of 12th. Houſe,under his proper Pole, and 
under the ſame Pole the oblique Aſcention of the Promit- 
tor, ſubſtratt the one from the other, and ſo you will 
have the Arch of DireQion ; for obſerve, that when the 
Cuſp of'the 12#h. 1s directed to the body of any Planet, 
at the ſame time the Mid-heaven comes to the +, and 
when the Aſcendant comes to the body of any Star, at 
the ſame time the Mid-heaven is dire&ted to the a there- 
of, and when the Cuſp of the 24. Houſe is direQed to 
the body of a Star, then the Mid-heaven comes to the 4, 

- and 
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and always obſerve this Rule, and then you will nev 
Err; for theſe Aſpe&s in the World are not made by 
their diſtance in Signs, Degrees,and Minutes, but by their 
diſtance by Houſes, according to the {emidiurnal or ſe- 
minocturnal Arches. 

Secondly. The ſame Rule is to be obſerved in the Af- 
cendant that was in the Mid-heaven, for if you were to 
direct the Aſcendant to a *, you have no more to do 
then to dire& the Cuſp of the 117. it the Promittor be 
above the Earth, or the Cuſp of the 34. if he be under 
the Earth, to his Body, which when either are directed 
thereto, the Aſcendant at the ſame time comes tothe +, 
and if you were to dire& the Aſcendant to a ©, obſerve 
if the Promittor be above the Earth, dire the Mid-hea- 
ven to his Body, but if under the Earth, direct the Cuſp 
of the 4h. to his Body, either of which bring the Aſcen- 
dant to his © ; but if you were to direct the Aſcendant 
toa 4, obſerve if the Promittor be above the Earth, di- 
rect the 9th. Houle to his Body, if under the Earth direct 
the 54. to his Body, which when either come thereto, 
the Aſcendant at the ſame time come to his 4, ſo you 
may dire& any.of the Angles with a great deal eaſe, and 
exactneſs; for having, found the Cuſp of the Houle, di- 
rect under the Pole of that Houſe let the Star be placed 
where it will ; now for the diviſion of the Heavens to- 
find the true Cuſps,I am.of the opinion of Placidws, who 
ſaith, the Heavens ought to be divided only by the ſemi- 
diurnal and ſeminoEturaal Arches, which I ſhall explain 
by an example here following, and now come to ſpeak, 
how any Significator may be directed to a Promittor in. 
the World.
